Our dairy farmers will see, 
therefore, how important it is to have 
tanks connected {with their stables in 
which to deposit this material; or a good 
supply of sawdust, dry earth, or muck, for 
absorbing it in the gutters of the stable. 
Urine is more efficient on light soils than 
on clay lands and strong loams; on the 
latter much of its carbonate of ammonia 
is evolyed before it can penetrate into 
them.
